The intimation given by Major-Gen- 
eral Mewburn, a director of one of 
the great Insurance companies, that 
the one-crop farmiér in the future will 
have greater difficulty’ in securing 
loans than the man.who goes In for 
what ‘is commonly called mixed farm- 


ing. should not be lost on those to} 


— Whom {t was clearly addressed. One- 
crop farming on the prairie has here- 
tofore. meant wheat farming. The 

possibility. of making a fitancial 

ceess. of straight wheat farming fs 
‘@radually dawning . on. the farmers,’ 
Straight wheat farming. in Western 
Canada is one of the greatest gambles 
that agriculture ‘the world over af- 
fords. Anyone who will take the 
trouble to look back over the figures 
for the-last forty years will discover 
that more poor and medium wheat 
‘crops have been had than good and 
exceptional crops. 

And that is only one of the argu- 
ments against continuing the one-crop 
system, There are several other 
equally powerful arguments. One of 
them is that one-crop* farming depletes 
the soll of plant food, without whieh 
crops cannot be produced. The. de- 
Pletion is gradual; and for that rea- 
son the unobservant ‘farmer does not 
realize what is taking place on his 
Innd. Yet thé depletion is going on, 
and his land is becoming yearly of less 
value to him and to future owners. 
This has been found out in the United 
States, wheré the same folly was per- 
Ptuated for years. . The¥ have found 
out ‘there that one cannot go on for- 
~ ever taking-out of the soil and putting 

nothing back. 

A second argument for getting away. 
from the one-crop. sgstem as rapidly 
as possible is that varied output not 
only assures the farmer that at the 

‘ end°of the year he will have some- 
thing to show for his labor, but also 

*nables him and his family to live off 

the farm. The trouble with farm fin- 

ancing in the west today is not due 
to the prices which the farmers’ re- 
ceive for their produce, but to the ab- 
normal margin between the prices of 
what they have, to sell and what Urey 
have to buy. The farmers can over- 
come this difficulty is no sniall meas: 
ure by raising on their jown land a 
greater share of the necessaries of 
life: Around the cities and towns in 
this province altégether too many of 
the farmers patronize the grocery 
stores instead of cultivating gardens 
and keeping. poultry and cows.

The method of granting preferences may be-open to debate and a subject 
for party eontroversy. With the question of method we are not much con- 
cerned, and, inasmuch as it is more or. less of an issue be(ween parties, we 
do not propose to discuss it. Few, however, take exception to. the princlole, 
and that, after ‘all, is the important, vital thing. 

Great Britain, for example, may deem it quite iagoastbls to gine Canada 
and Australia a preference on wheat, and cattle because that would involve 
imposing a Customs duty on all foreign-grown wheat and cattle, theréby Tax- 
ing the food supplies: of the British people. But through its predominant 
position in the money markets of the world, through its great shipping inter- 
ests, its great milling companies, Great Britain can most éffectively grant. a 
preference to these overseas Dominions by giving first consideration to the 
purchase and transport of Empire products, and a quite secondary place to 
those of other countries. ‘ 

Further reductions by all parts of the Empire in postage rates to all other 
parts is quite feasible. It would not involve placing, aty additional Jax on 
the people. On the contrary it would reduce taxation, and by.encouraging 
correspondence between all parts result in a still better understanding and, 
in the development of trade. ° - Pe:
